Before Ho-Si-Wu was reached the 


heart had been taken put of the Oriental 
army that was opposing the allies. 
Threfore it -s argued by the war depart- 
ment officials that all conditions favored 
a quick and expeditious advance toward 
Pekin after the army had encamped and 
rested at Ho-Si-Wu. 


And there is now known to have been 


more incentive for a hurried march to 
Pekin after the route had been covered 
than there was supposed to have been 
before.

These last twelve miles, experts in the 
war department say? are the most easily 
traveled of all.the distance lying between 
Tien Tsin and the objective point of ths 
allied forces.

the imperial capital and their evident in- 
tention to storm the city, as indicated 
by the rapidity and determination of 
their advance, will help ' the Chinese 
•officials to reach a hasty decision.

This army reached Tung Chow, or 


East Pekin yesterday. 
Tung Chow is 


the suburban city that is connected 
closely with the capital of China, and 
here are various government offices, 
storehouses and granaries.' 


The speed which 'has characterized 


the advance of the allies within the last 
week warrants the assertion 
that the 


occupied Tung Chow yesterday 
and 


made an advance to Pekin today. 


There are official advices to the effect 


that the army of rescue was to be at East 
Pekin yesterday. 


Confirms tlie Xewfl, 


These facts-are also corroborated -by 


two dispatches received late yesterday 
afternoon. 
One was from General Chaf- 


fee, who wired from the front on the 
10th, which was Friday last, that the 
allies had reached Ho-Si-Wu the day 
'before, which was Thursday. 


Ho-Si-Wu is a small city of some im- 


portance in that section, but it was cap- 
tured with comparatively little 
opposi- 


tion on the part of the Chinese. 


The second dispatch was unsigned 


but was directed to the bureau of navi- 
gation of the navy department, and evi- 
dently was from Admiral Kemey. Here 
is what the department made public ol 
this dispatch: 


"Advanaed Aug. 9 to Ho-Si Wu. Chi- 


nese fled after firing few shots. Mo casu 
alties." 


Advance Was Rapid.

heard testimony regarding the cause of 
the wreck. 


The first witness called: w.as John 


Kelly, the yardmaster'of-''tiiefC;'M. & 
vSt,.P. road. He testified that,he_!was the 
yardmaster, and was acting in i.that en-. 
pacity on ths 10th day of August, when 
the wreck occurred. He saw the men 
with the engine coming down the track 
near the five points, and signalled them 
to come ahead down the main track. He 
jumped on the foot board with them to 
ride down to the depot, and went into 
the station to find out where 106 was. 


Knew the Train Was. Lute 


Hayes, the opernter, told him that 


106 was 15 minutes late at Davis June 
tion. and was not in yet. 
He looked at 


,,,the clock and saw it was then 1:05 


o'clock, and should have bsen here if it 
made up time. Ho told the switch crew, 
consisting o£ engineer Kogers, fireman 
Sullivan and switchmen Hiller and Wi- 
nnhs, to go on and get five cars of conl 
on the long siding and bring them down 
to the station. 
He did not go back to 


the engine, but went over to the freight, 
house. 


No. IOC came in almost as soon as the 


switch engine had left, and pulled out 
while he was crossing from the freight 
house to the passenger depot. The cars 
on the east side of tho river were on the 
east end of the side.track, which is near 
the Hanson Furniture Go's factory. 


Xo Right on Slain Track, 
" 


The orders are that the switch engine 


has no right on the main track on a pas- 
senger's time and no one has any right 
to go against the time but may go nhsad 
if they duck into a switch out of the 
way when there is danger. 


He meant that the men with the 


switch engine were to go over ahead and 
stay en the siding nntil the passenger 
had passed and did not tell them to '^re- 
turn and did not intend they should or 
he would have held the train. 


He supposed they would wait for the 


passenger train, as they are old ex- 
perienced men and have both been yard- 
masters, and would remain on the siding 
until the passesger was out of the way, 
this was probably done one hundred 
times a week. 


The passenger, always .has absolute 


right of way except in case of necess'ty. 
He did not tell them he would hold the 
passenger as he had no right to do sjch 
a thing except in case .of necessity and 
there was no necessity in this case. 
His 


business was to see that aU the work 
was done and done right, but he could 
not be everywhere and had to trust a 
great deal to his men. 


How Knglneer Saw It. 


A. C Rogers, engineer of the switch 


engine was the next witness. 
He had 


been an engineer 28 Tears, tad been on 
the switch engine since '81. His fire- 
man on the 10th of August was Dennis 
Sullivan. He ran the engine on the 
main track at one o'clock and ran down 
to the depot and stopped. He con- 
tinued; 


•'Winans and Heller were on the foot 


board and Kelly got on on the way 
down. 
Kelly went into the depot 
but 


could not hear what he said or what the 
operator said. Winans went into the 
depot with Kelly. We knew 106 had 
not'arrived, but started out and went 
up on the east side of the river and went 
in on the long track, and coupled onto 
the Sve cars of coal and ran out onto 
the main track. 
' 


threw the switch and got 


to stop aud dropped off tho train. 
He 


answered the signal and set two brakes. 
Then he saw 10(J .coming over tho bridge. 
They were then going us fast as a man 
could walk. 


He heard Hiller holler and jumped 


off and landed about the time the crash 
came. He ran to the passenger engine 
to see if he could hear any 
noise and 


then wont to the Hanson 
factory and 


called for help from the depot over the 
telephone and called the fire patrol; At 
the time he first suw the passenger the 
two trains were about 12 or 15 telegraph 
poles apart. They had not been away 
from the depot ten minutes ( when 
the 


accident occurred. 


Hate Into Janesvillo 


William Spencer, conductor' of 106 


was a few minutes lute into Janesvillu 
and loft nbout 1:07 o'clock for Milton. 
Did not see the switch engine and crew 
when the passenger pulled out and did 
not know they were out. Was in the 
rear couch when .crash came and the 
train was running about its usual speed. 
The first warning he had that anything 
was' wrong was when he felt the-air 
brake put on, He was near the door 
and before he could open the door and 
step out to see what was wrong the 
crash came. 


A. Dimmock, the baggageman, was 


was the last witness. He saw the switch 
engine just leaving the yard as the pas- 
senger pulled in; did'hot kuow anything 
about.the cause of accident, He felt the 
nir brake put on and the crash cnmo al- 
most immediately. '

of Manila papers received at the Wai-

because 


some time ago he gave orders to his 
followers to bj-eak up into guerrilla 
bands. 
The amnesty orders except 


those who violated the laws of war, 
and it is stated that-- Aguinaldo fears 
that he would be in the excepted class, 
should he undertake to surrender un- 
der the amnesty proclamation. 


The letter is dated at Blac-NoBlato, 


which is said to be the present provis- 
ional headquarters of Aguinaldo. It 
states, however, that Aguinaldo never 
stays more than one night in a place, 
and only a few hours is any location.

dated at San Pedro Macati, statos that 
General Pio del Pilar. who recently

GUN'. CHAFFEE SKX^S A TKLKGRAM 


Advices That Allies Will Soon T!e Before 


the Gates of Pi'kin. 


Washington, Aug~. 71.—The""an>rnve 


txpected to arrive at Pekin. the goal 
which China has so far sought in 
vain to protect, within the next twen- 
ty-four hours. A .message from Gen- 
eral Chnffee received at the war de- 
partment bore the news that the relief 
force had reached 
Ho-Sl-Wu, 
only 


thirty-three miles from Pekin, Thurs- 
day. 
According to this report, the 


army now must be about nine miles 
from the capital. The last heard from 
Chaffee before this was at Yang-Tsun, 
which had been captured after a hard 
fight, and word of 
his 
movements 


since then had beon awaited eagerly. 
Thursday he was eighteen miles be- 
yond 
Yang-Tsun. 
Lang-Fang, 
the 


place where the ill-fated Seymour ex- 
pedition met its fate and turned back, 
had been left behind. 
The tattle pJ 


Yang-Tsun was fought Aug. 6, and the 
advance to Ho-Si-Wu was accom- 
plished Aug. 9—a march of eighteen 
miles in three days. This was four 
days ago, and at the same rate of prog- 
ress Chaffee is even 
now at 
least 


within striking distance of the walls of 
Pekin. It was a consummation which 
the war department had awaited calm- 
ly, and, stirring as the news was that 
the American force was now neariug 
the gates of the imperial city, Secre- 
tary' Hoot and Adjutant General Cor- 
bin evinced no surprise, as it accorded 
with calculations, although the ad- 
vance has been more rapid than was 
expected.
